The * Principles of Pronuneiation " originvlly prepared bT Prof ssor Goodneh for tho edition of 1859 have been 
cvrcfuljy rented and much expanded bv Jfr W heeler whose attention hvd been pros lonsly directed to this subject in 
theirqiaratlonof" k Manual of Eogltsh Prooouelation and Speliuig" (Boston 18G1) Mr Wheeler has also revised 
and much enlarged Iho “Synopsis of k\ ords Differently Pronounced by Different OrtboCpists,” which was ongiually 
1 rei-artd by Dr JossrH E Moecestte, an i inserted in the Octavo Abndgment ofli^obstera" American Dictionary" 
-ind which was afterward revised by 1 rof ssor Goodneh.

Under this ariangement, the work of experiment v as going on till the death of Piofessor Goodrich This untoward 
event occurred, liowevei, before the experiment had been carried so far as to deteimine how much it was desirable to 
.attempt m the way of recasting the definitions, oi how much it was practicable to accomplish. 

After the death of Professoi Goodiich, m 1800, the dnection of the work of revision was committed to Professor 
UoAn PoRTEK, who had been intimately acquainted with his views cv ci since the publication of the Revised Edition of 
1847, and had frequently conferred with him in respect to the excellences and the defects of that edition, as well as the 
methods by which these defects might be lemedicd Before the present revision was undei taken, Piofessor Porter had 
communicated in writing his views of the changes which ought to bo made in the matter and foim of the DictioiMiry; 
and, with a full Imou ledge of these views, Piofessor Goodiich had earnestly solicited lum to undertake the entue 
responsibility and direction of the woik When the pioposal was renewed by the piopnetois of the copjiight and by the 
family of Dr Webster, it could not easily be declined , for it was enforced by considerations of affection and of duty 
both to the hvmg and to the dead But the service was assumed by him with gieat reluctance, as being foreign to his 
special studies, and incompatible with verj^ piessing occupations At the urgent solicitation of his valued ft lends the 
publishers, as well as of the family interested, and of his beloved associate, the late Edward C IIeericiv:, — whose 
acquaintance with the Dictionary, and whose inteiest in it, extended back to the publication of the first edition in 
1828, — ho at first consented to undertake a general supeimtendenoe of the revision, but soon, by the force of circum- 
stances, was constrained to bestow upon it a more minute attention The collaboratoi-s already named continued their 
seivicea to the end, and others were fiom time to time employed for a longei oi a shorter period.

as laige as is desirable To attempt more is to seem to promise more than it is practicable to perform, and is, besides,

X The Orthography In this department no change has been made in the principles adopted and clearh sot 
forth in tho Revised Edition of 1847, and so generally accepted by the American public. In a few classes of words 
the Dictionary recommends and follows the peculiar modes of spelling which Di "Wcbstei introduced for tho sake of 
carrjing out the acknowledged analogies of tho language — modes of spelling, wliioh, in evoiy instance, had heenpue- 
Tiously suggested by distinguished English grammarians andVuteis on orthogiaphjs such as Lonrtli, Walker, &c., and 
the propnety of which has been lecognizcd by Smart and other recent English Icvicogiapheis But to lemovo ciciy 
reasonable ground of complaiijt against tho Dictionary in regard to this matter, an alteinative orthography is now given 
in almost every case, tbe old style of spelling being subjoined to the leformed or new. In two oi three instances it has 
ijeen found that the forms introduced by Dr. Webstci, or to whicli he lent ins sanction, were based upon a mistaken 
ctjmologv; and therefore these forms hare been set aside, and the old spelling has been restoied.

In the present edition, it is restored ui respect to nearly all that remain, from the full conviction, that, however desnabic * 
thc'O changes may be, in tlicmsolvcs considoiod, as Ibcy do not relate to the gencinl analogies of tlio language, and

ape of eerenty, Dr ITcbstcr considered the labors of ins literary life as 
bronsht, m a great measure, to a close He rensed a fetv of his earlier 
■e-orhs for publication, and particularly lus “Hislort/ of the Vntted Slates,” 
a book designed for tbe bigbcr classes of sehools, for youth nho arc acquir- 
ing a taste for history, and for men of business irho bare not time to peruse 
Krgcr treatises 

In l&lO-l, Dr Webster published a second edition of the American. Dic- 
tionary, consisting of three thousand copies, in two aroluracs, royal octaro 
The rmproaements consisted chieCy m the addition of a number of thou- 
sand words to the rocabnlary , the correction of definitions m several of the 
soicrccs, in conformity with later discos ones and classifications, and the in- 
troduction and explanation of many phrases from foreign languages, and of 


foreign terms used in books of music 

In IS13, ho puhhshcd "A Cbffcefion of Papers on Pohtical, Literary, and 
itoral Snijects,” m one volume, octavo This was composed chiefly 


o*' tracts and disquisitions, which had been published at an earlier period of 


his life, either in the form of pamphlets, or of papers read before literary 
and phitosophical societies, and printed among tbcir Transactions It con- 
taiashis ‘‘Oiserrations on the Prench Petoluliou,” his ” Pssay onihe Rights 
pf Xeufrrl gallons,” and t!ic papers signed CtriTtis, in aindicalionof Mr 
Jay’s treaty snth Great Britain To these is added in elaborate dissertation 
“ On the supposed Change in the Tempiwalnrc of I! intei,” whieh asps read i 
before the Connecticut Academy of Arts and Sciences, in the year 1793 In 
this he controverts the opinion which has generally prevailed, that the tem- 
petature of the winter season, in northern latitudes, has suTcred a material 
change, and become warmer m modem than it was in ancient times The 
subyect was one avhich required aery great minuteness and extent of histori- 
cal research, and this paper contains tho result of a series of im estigations, 
which had been carried on, ta conjunction with the author’s other pursuits, 
for a period of more than ten years Many of the facts which it pre- 
sents 'le of a vc-v curious and sinking nature There is, probably, no 
other treatise which exhibits the histoncal cvadcnce on this subject with so 
much fullness ard accutacj In addition to this, the aolnmc contains 
a number of other papers of an interesting character, and the whole collec- 
tion forms s truly valuable record of the autuor's earlier lafiors 
In thus tracing tiie pnncipal events of Dr Webster’s life, wc have 
reached the commencement of the year in which he died, and it may here 
be proper to pause fot a moment, and consider some of those qualities and 
habi's of rmndw.hieh prepared h'm for tins long course of public sersicc 
and li'cran labor. The leading traits in the character of Dr Webster were 
cntrrpnse, scif-*ehancc, and iiidom table perseverance He was Batnrally

early assocaates were men of powerful intellect, who were engaged, to 
a goyat extent, in 1-ving the foundations of oar gov emment, ,and who have 
efarrped lb-' impress of their genius on tho instuutions of their counm.

§ 31 Ponods, For five centuries after the 2\orman conquest, the language 
of England was in a constant and rapid process of change During the first of 
these ccnfuncs, we may believe that it had not jet departed very widely from 
the earlier type The last monument of the old language js the concludmg part 
of the Saxon Chronicle, m which the history is brought down, to the death of 
lung Stephen in 1151 'We can not, howcv er, suppose that the imtcr of mt 
part has used the idiom which was spoken by the people in Ins own time The 
change by which, in grammatical endmgs, the older vow els o, o, «, have I 
passed mto c, is found in High German from the beginning of the elfth Cen- 
tura it probably took place cacn earlier in our language Jn the second ceahirv 

after the conquest, the old inflection, with the change jnst described, is still for 
the most part retained, but in a state of mudi confnsian and corruption this is 
called the Semi-Saxop period In the tliird century, a large part of the old 
inflection has dit^appcared, avhilc no great proportion of French words has yet 
come into the ianguage this is called the Old Enghsli period. In the fourth ^ 
and fifth centuries, w c find a vast bodv of I rcncTi words mixed ivith those of 
native stock, w)ulc the old inflection is brought down to tint mmimnm which 
remains in the language at this day - tins is called the Middle English pcinofl 
It must be remembered that the process of change was gradual and incessant ^ i 
the language did not rcnioin fixed for a tune, and then on a suddenleap to a new 
po’^ition lienee the periods here distingiushcd arc m some degree arbitrary , at 
least as regards their boundaries , and writers may bn found of the some period

our language, consequent on the isorman occupation of England, avcrc mainl> 
of two kinds 1 The loss of the Anglo Saxon inflection , and, 2 The Intro- 
duction of new avords from the Ihrench The latter change did not go on to 
I any great extent until more than two centuries after the conquest j jetnooac 
j can doubt that it avas caused by that ea LDt But m regard to the earlier change, — 
the loss of the ancient inflection, —it is maintained by some writers that this was 
in no degree occasioned by the coming of the Iformans A similar change m 
the modem languages of Latin origin isoften explained from thedifficultj winch 
the barbarian conquerors of thelvoman empire have found in mastering'

Euch TS could alone elTcct a mitcrinl impro> ement But it Ir not crcaltiolc to tlic 
Em'hshname, nor accordant with the practical spirit of the English people 
11 ith a multitude of signs for the same sound, and a multitude of sounds for the 
same si-n, it poorly fulfills the original and proper office of orthography, to 
indicate pronunciation , nor docs it better fuinil the Improper olDcc, which some 
would assertfor it, ofa guide to etymology It Imposes a needless burden on 
the natiTc learner To a foreigner It seriously aggraaates the difficulty of 
aequiring the language, and thus restricts the inffucnce of English literature on 
the mmd of the avorld 

§ 30 Introduotiori of Latin and Greek wrorda. IVc have already seen 
that a number of w ords passed from the Eatin into the Anglo Saxon The 
same process has gone on in the subsequent stages of the language With the 
inception of the 3Eddlc English period, it rccch ed a now impulse The admis- 
sion of foreign arords in great numbers from the Frcndi, a daughter of the 
Eatin, made it natural and easy to admit them also from the mother-language 
In many Instances it is dilBcnltto deternune whether a w ord of Latin otigm h is 
come to us through the ErcnUi, or has been taken directly from the Latin But 
while the Importation ofFrcncIi words ceased, after a time, to ho an active and 
prominent agency in the growth of the language, it has been otherwise w ith the 
tcndcucy to boiroav from the Latin This became et on stronger with the 
increasing attention to classical studies The fondness for Latin phraseology is 
noticed with censure by Thomas Wilson in Ins Sy stem of Khctorlc and of lAglo, : 
piiblislicd in J3S) “ The unlearned or foolish fantastic.al, that smells but of 
learning (such fellows ns ha\ o seen learned men m tlioir day s), will bo Latin 
lUdir tongues, that the simple can not hut wonder at their talk, and think surely 
they speak hy some roi elation ” In like manner an author of tho next century , 
Sir riiomas Browne, whoso own stylo Is in a large measure Latin, remarks, 
“Ifclcgancy stiil procccdctli, and Enghsiipens maintain tliat streamwe Iiayo 
of late observed to flow from many, wo slinll w Itiim n few years ho fain to Itarn 
Latin to understand English, and a work will proi c of equal fnoilify In either ” 
Tho practice of adding to the English vocabulary w ords adopted from the Latin 
and the Oreck is still earned on with activity, and there is llttio prospect of its 
ceasing It IS almost necessary as a moans of dcnotingtliose now objects, ideas, 
and relnliotis, wliioii are continually appearing and demanding expression The 
resources of tho English for tlio formation of new wonis from elements already 
existing in It are so limited that aid from other languages is indlspcnsahle Tlie 
now terms which arc required by tho progress of science, are almost wholly 
drawn from tlicso sources, espcciilly from tho Inexhaustible storehouse of 
Greek expression.
